ENERGY CONSERVATION 

"Fach of the nation's 136 million 
licensed drivers used an average of 2 1/3 
gallons of gasoline per day this past 
summer. August was the heaviest month for 
gasoline use, using a total of 320 million 
gallons per day compared to 311 million 
gallons in July and 319 million gallons in 
June.
